Donald’s Politics! Talk. 


The bivwk speaks as. fol 
lows on ‘Dr. E. Wiatoter Donald’s. 
récent political talk: 


How the Familiar Talk of ‘the rector 
of Trinity to the young men of the 
Trinity Club on political parties got 
into the newspapers can best be ex- 
plained on the ground that a great deal 
gets into-the newspapers nowadays 
that does not belong there. “But Dr. 
Donald’s statement there of his con- 
ception of the citizen’s duty to party 
principles having got mto the papers, 
it had better go in straight and in the 
proper connection. According to the 
fullest report Dr. Donald said at the 
beginning; 

“On Bae occasion in New OER I

table, a | wretched citisen. “and. an un- 
worthy candidate, “fin Opposition to a 
man who was in every way worthy, a 
good Christian and a firm believer in a 
cause which I had at that time ver 
much to heart, high license. And 
should do the same thing again, and 
believe I was not only justified, but it 
was obligatory upon me todoso. Why, 
I will tell you later.’’ 


Then he went into a running review 
of the-political history of the country 
sitice the adoption of the constitution,’ 
illustrating his point that the country 
must have two parties; that each. of 
these parties stood for a great principle. 
of goverriment, one for strict construc- 
tion and the other for loose construc- 
tion of the constitution and that every 
man should belong to one or the other 
from conviction. Parties live by prin- 
ciples and not by enthusiasm for men, 
and thus evef since their formation the 


two parties in the United States have, 


in the main, kept steadfastly to their 
respective principles. 

‘Democrats “have sometimes done 
undemocratic things, and Republicans 
have sometimes been unrepublican, 
but take it all in all they have both 
been faithful, and in the history of the 
political parties in the United States, 
with the names of Hamilton and Lin- 


-colamust~-remain~-that-of-Webster= 


Webster stood on the foundation laid 
by Hamilton, and forged, with patient 
labor and. almost. infinite prescience, 
the weapons-used by Lincoln to pre- 
Lincoln 
is_to_my_-mind_the most_magnificent 
specimen. of the federalist who ever 
lived. , 

So, gentlemen, we come now to my. 
justification for voting for the scala- 
wag against the man of unblemished. 
character. I did it because the scala- 
wag Was to sit in the New York Legis- 
lature and vote for a man of. my. party 
for United States senator—a man who 
beliéved ‘in the same interpretation of 
em constitution in which I believed.’’

Nature Work in Schools. 


“Our citizens sometimes questionthe- 
importance of the nature work being 
done “by our school children, but that 
other cities and towns f lly endorse 
such methods is shown in the ee A 
abstract from «the school report 
Somerville: 


“Natural science, concerned largely 


-| with the earth and the tiny things it 


supports, affords the earhest school 
only: dried means of introducing the 
child to his earthly habitation. The 
hfe, health and happiness of the indi- 
vidual is dependent. upon -his knowl- 
edge of the things about him, and upon 
the understanding that he has of their 
relation to each other and to himself. 
This knowledge .and apprehension of 
relations can only be acquired by act- 
ual personal contact and experience 
with the things and forces which make 
up and govern the universe. 

“The final motive for the study of 
science is to bring the pupil by degrees 
to a strong personal realization that he 
is the focus of innumerable forces 
about him, which so bear upon him 
and so limit his life and comfort as to 
render the knowledge of how they may 
be resisted, guided, and controlled an 
absolute necessity. Life, ‘ultimately, 


his interest in the world. And this 
motive will co-ordinate his interest in 
nature exactly with his interest in his 
own existence. This will give him life 
in the broadest and best sense, which 
is the ultimate aim of all education. 


_| Thus science. instruction. takes its-place |: 


in the common schools with a motive

at once pure and beneficial, and with 
an irresistible appeal to all to become 
life-long students. All phenomena of 
earth and air are pregnant with deep- 
est interest when one finds himself 
threatened through his ignorance and 


-his inability to mterpret them.” ~~ 


The vital importance to man of a 
thorough knowledge and undérétanding 
of the elements of science and the phe- 
nomena and forces of naturé has been 
forcibly and beautifully pictured by 
Professor Huxley, thus: ‘‘Suppose it 
were perfectly certain that the life and 
fortune of every one of us would one 
day or other depend upon our * winning 
or losing a game of chess. Don’t you 
think that we should all consider it a 
primary duty to learn, at least, the 
names and moves of the pieces; to have 
a notion of a gambit, and a keen eye 
for all the means of giving and getting 
out of check? Do you not think that 
we should look with disapprobation, 
amounting to scorn, upon a father who 
allowed his son, or the state. which al- 


lowed its members, to grow up without

Boston, May 1.—-The New England 
weather-crop bulletin for the week end- 
ing April 30, 1894, with a general. sum- 
mary_of the weather for the winter 1893-4, 
reads as follows:

England has been generally favoravle for 
grass and winter grains, and for fruits, 
except peaches. 

The fall was pleasant. and open and 
much work was completed, and the 
ground put into good shape for the win- 
ter. December (1893) xs a month was 
cold, though the last half was warmer 
than usual, andthe 25th'was one of the 


warmest Christmas days for a number of 


years. Theld4th was an extremely cold 
day; but through all the coldest weather

throughout New England and compara: 
tively little damage was done, The. pre 
cipitation a slightly in excess, except’ 
in western districts. ~ 

April has b bt pal. apenas A very favorable 
for farm work and growth of crops, and 
theend of the month finds the season 
fully two weeks ahead of the average. 


Grass is universally reported in fine shape, 


except where the drought of last year 
makes a thin stand now. The latter part 
of the month was mostly dry, with only 


one-fourth to one-haif inch in. the past 


week; the general report is that the top 
of the ground is getting quite dry and 
that rain would advance vegetation very 
much.

RIOTS IN CLEVELAND. 


Unemployed Men Create Further Dis- 
order and Get.the Worst of It; 

CLEVELAND, May 8.-— The disorders 
which began with the May Day demon- 
strations of the unemployed culminated 
yesterday in open riot. There were three 
separate and bloody conflicts between the 
police and the rioters, and troops are 
under arms ready to respond to~a call-in 
case of emergency. The Worat is believed 
to be over; however.” 

The trouble began when a mob of about 
2000 Started to raid. the factories, in: the 
” flats and drive from work the men em- 
ployed therein. The first. attack was 
made at theyVariete iron: works. The win- 
dows of the factory were smashed with 
stones and bricks and the workmen flec 
in a panic. 

The rioters proceeded to the Upsilor 
bolt works, where 1600 nien were induced 
to quit work before the officers arrived. 

- When the police came upon the scence 
the men made a stand, and hurled bricks 
and stones at the officers. Orders were 
given to charge them with clubs. The 
rioters’ran like sheep at the first assault, 
but the leaders” succeeded: in rallying} 
them upon the Abbey-street viaduct, a! 
bridge about 1000 feet long. 

Squads of police coming up at both 
ends of the bridge penned in the crowd, 
and they were forced to fight their way 
out. They madea rush for the officers, 
but at least. a score of them were clubbed 
unmercifully before they finally succeeded 
in getting away. During this. conflict 
two anarchists were arrested, after a 
__ terrific struggle on their’ part.

time a mob of 500 drove the workmen 
away from the United States salt works 
and were about to make another little 
raid. “They were met by Police Director 
Herbert and 10 policemen, who clubbed 
them until they were glad’ to run. At 
least 30 men were injured in this melee, 
but the mob was dispersed.

wood fires, it was necessary to hire a 
pair of horses .at each alarm because 
our own town horses were so far away. 
This 1s not right; 
paratus is in the promptness with whic 
it reaches the fire, and no better illvs- 
tration of how efficient-it can be could 
be given than the excellent work done 
at the Abbot Academy fire last. night 
when everything was in place for good 
work. There should be a pair of horses 
within two minutes of the town house 
at all hours, -and- 1 would seem as if 
-there was some way in which sucha 
state of affairs might be secured. ny. 
not let the town take this four ‘or 
five hundred dollars raised for street 
sprinkling each-year, and employ a 
team at that? Certainly something 
must be done tomake our horses of 
more value to the department'for which | 
they were originally intended.

Of the different classes of roses most 
useful for general culture the Hybrid 
Remontants, or Hybrid Perpetnals, as 
they are called, stand first, after which 
come ‘the Prairie roses, Hybrid Teas, 


Moss and Polyantha roses, Teas, Bour- | 


bons, Austrians and Hybrid China réses. 


In the latitude of New York all the above 


named classes except the Prairie roses 
will be benefited by some protection dur- 
| ‘ing the winter, and in the case of the 


Teas, Hybrid ‘ Teas and Bourbons it is ab-’ 


~ solutely necessary to cover them. 

Rose plants should be given a dressing 
of good old manure annually, either in 
the spring or fall. If in the spring, it 
should be given before the beds are forked 


over, as it may then be worked into the 


soil, Water should be given during the 
summer. if the weather is dry, As re- 
gards-pruning, no-rule-can_be laid down 
more than to say that weak shoots and 


‘weak growing plants should be closely 


pruned, while the strong growing ones 
must not be pruned closely, says) Amer- 
ican Gardening, authority for*thé fore- 
going. 


Fine Foliage Plant._ 

Among. all the ornamental foliage 
plants-that~-come-to-perfection the first: 
season from being sown the ‘novelty 
Nicotiana. colossea ranks foremost, 

This is an annual, attaining a height 


of five to six feet in the open ground, 


NICOTIANA COLOSSEA. 
The leaves—about 8 feet in length by 18 
to 20 inchesin breadth—are erect atfirst, 
gracefully bending downward snccessive- 


‘ly. When young, they are downy and of 


a reddish tint, changing to a glossy dark 
green later on, this lovely green contrast- 
ing beautifully with the reddish brown 
ribs. The plants being of branching 
habit and of robust growth, and the leaves 
being very tough, are not damaged by 
wind or rain, It is well adapted for sub- 
tropical gardening, either as single speci- 
mens or for groups with other ornamen- 
tal leaved plants. 


A Serious Insect Enemy, 

This insect, also known as the San Jose 
scale, which is-the most .serions insect 
enemy the growers of fruits in Califor- 
nia have to contend against, first made 
its appearance in the eastern states last 
year. -The United States department of 
agriculturg urges upon fruitgrowers the 

importance of making examinations of 
their orchards to ascertain whether this 
insect has made its appearance. The in- 
sect is a small, flat, round scale, a little 
lighter in color than the bark of the tree, 


and-will be found most.abundantly upon. 
the younger limbs and twigs. There is 


in the middle of each scale a small, ele- 
vated, shiny, blackish, rounded point, 
Sometimes the center of the scale ap- 
pears yellowish. The wood underneath 
the scale is apt to be discolored and some- 
what purplish, 

When the insect is abundant, the bark 


is hidden by a layer of these scales,which 


to the naked eye give the appearance of 
a slight discoloration or a roughening of 
the bark. Fruitgrowers finding this 
scale should at once notify the depart- 
ment and send specimens. An emer- 
gency bulletin which will give a full ac- 
count of the insect, together with the 
best means to be used against it, will be 
sent to all applicants as soon as published. 
Horticultural News and Notes. 

4. H. E. Van Deman, formerly po- 
mologist in the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, is contemplating a 
work similar to that of the late Charles 
Downing on “Fruits and Fruit Trees of 
America.” 

The belief is growing that Russian ap- 
ples are going to make a great apple 
growing region of a vast extent of coun- 
try in which apple culture on this conti- 
nent has heretofore been impossible. 

After years of patience and hard labor 
Samuel Miller of Missouri has succeeded 
in producing a seedless persimmon. 

The commercial value of a nut tree on 
the farm is not apparently apyrerinted 
by many farmers. 

To get fruit buds annually set a few 
trees in the nursery row, keep them 
there permanently and take off. the buds 
as needed. In this way varieties true;to 
name can be keptconstantly on the farm 
or in the. nursery. This is.one of the 
best plans for getting varieties true to 
name.

Mrs. Livermore, the veteran and elo- 
quent anti-slavery and temperance advo- 
cate, has written the following letter re- 
garding it: 


Company System, 
MELROSE, March 25, 1894. 


J. G. Thorp, Jr.: 
My DEAR S1r—I cannot attend the hearing 


_on.. ihe Norwegian bill, Monday, as I must 
~Teave tor New York-early in-the.day.— 


I am in favor of the bill. 

First, last and always, lam a prohibition- 
ist; and I favor the Norwegian bill, because, 
if righteously administered, its tendency will 
be toward prohibition. If our good temper- 
ance people would carefully: study the bill, I 
think their objections to it, would disappear. 
For, if the bill is carried, we snall continue to 
have “local option” in Massachusetts, and the 
same proportion of towns and cities voting ‘no 
license that we now have. 

But in the towns and cities that vote for 
license the Norwegian system offers a chance 
for great improvement. It-can only be artopted 


| in those places by @ Majority vote. But, then, 


it eliminates the élement of personal profit 
from the sale of liquor, phtek now keaps it 
alive, and makes it flourishing. 

It extinguishes the saloon, as it now exists, 
a noxious agent in politics, the headquarters 
of a most dangerous class, and a perpetual 
menace to the community. And it transfers 
the control of liquor selling from the very 
worst elements of society to the hands of men 
who abominate the whole business, and only 
corisent to take charge of it that they may 
minimizé its evils and ultimately extinguish 
them. “I don't wonder that the liquor-selling 
fraternity fight the bill, But I do wonder that. 
our honest, straightforward temperance peo- 
ple cannot see the power it gives them. 

Daring the anti-slavery campaign we an- 
athematized the hideous business of buying 
and selling human beings. We riddled it 
with the arrows of our satire and poured into 
it the hot shot of our remorseless moral logic; 
and yet we all rejoiced when his English 
friends bought Frederick Douglass, so that he 
could return to America and bombard the 
colossal national sin of slavery with his fervid | 
eloquence. 

Again and again and again we contributed 
to buy slaves who had escaped from the south 
when we could not run them into Canada, 
notwithstanding some of our noblest aboli- 
tionists remonstrated against the practice, as 
our good temperance people now remonstrate 
against the Norwegian bill. “Now that the 
smoke and noise of the conflict have subsided, 
we see that we were right. 

I hope that the bill may pass. It is one 
means leading to the end—prohibition. It 
will kill our present horrible saloon system, 
and give us cleaner and purer municipal 
politics; for a better set of men will be drawn 
into municipal affairs.

What the Bill Provides, 


The bill, which is permissive only, as it 

will. be amended in the house, can 
apply alone to places. which, for two suc- 
cessive years, have voted “yes” on the 
-license question. In such places, if (1) it 
is petitioned for. by enough legal voters, 
and (2)-bonds are given to-organize a suit- 
able company, then, (3) this question 
must go on the Australian ballot:. 
“Tf licenses fo* the sal @ of iiitoxicating 
liquors are granted in this city (or town), 
shall they be granted under the Norwe- 
gian system?” 

On this question the community will 
vote “Yes” and ‘“‘No,” ° 

The bill provides for regulating the 
companies to receive the licenses, and re- 
quires «a local board, consisting of the 
chief public officers of a place, to decide 
which of the applying companies shall 
receive the licenses. By this. means it 
would be the fault of the place if good 
men did not get the privilege rather than 
bad men. Again, if the spirit of the law 
is not complied with, the proper officer 
may wind up the company. 

Every safeguard being thus provided, 
what are the peculiarities of the system? 

First—The sellers must be on salary, 
with no inducement to increase sales, 

Second—Except a small per cent on in- 

vestment—not on sales—and the running 
 canienen all the proceeds must be applied’ 
to objects of public utility, such as read- 
ing rooms, industrial education, ete. 
Thus the incentive to push the business 
for gain is taken away. 

Third—The persons making up the 
company are philauthropists, going into 
it with the intdnt, where liquor must— be 
sold, to reduce the sales to the lowest pos- 
sible amount. Thus the places will be un- 
attractive, the hours of sale short and 
very strict rules about whom to sell to, 
how much, etc., will be made and rigidly 
enforced. 

The bill applies to all alcoholics, in- 
stead of to spirits alone, as in Scandina- 
via. It is anew departure in temperance 
reform on twolines; (1) No-license where 
ever possible. (2) The best system of 
licenses, where licenses must be granted, 
rather than the worst. And by “best” is 
meant that which will most discourage 
and limit drinking. It will also take the 
liquor traffic out of politics, where it is 
at present the source of untold evils. 

The advocates of the bill include some 
of the hardest workers for prohibition in 
the state: ' They are dead in earnest.

The performance which. was enacted 


‘within the shadow of'the Capitol is with- 


out a counterpart in the memory ‘of 
Washingtonians. Over the broad, smooth 
plaza of the several acres of | 1¢ east front 
ef the Capitol was packcda crowd of 
men and women numering at least 10,- 
000. All conditions of people were there, 
the lower elements in largest proportion. 

The Capitol steps and, porticos were 
with people of Poth sexes, well 
md most-of-the-miem bets of..con- 
gress in the throng. 

More than 200 police surrounded the 
Capitol offices, Detectives were sprinkled 
through the crowd, for the concentration 
of .lawless characters guve just grounds 
for apprehensions of trouble, apart from 
the presence of the Coxeyites. 

A Curious Aggregation, 

It was shortly after 1 o'clock when the 
army ha‘ ‘ed in the public street south of 
the Capitol grounds. Its five-mile march 
down from Brightwood, through .the 
principal streets of the city, had been wit- 
nessed by thousands, attracted more 
from curiosty thah by any interest in the 
moverptnt. 

Such a fantastic aggregation never 
paraded itself in seriousness before the 
public. There were 500- men in line; Mrs. 
Annie L. Diggs, the Populistic agitator 
of Kansas, in a barouche; Coxey’s 17-year- 
old daughter in white, on a horse, repre- 
seniing the goddess of peace; Carl 
Browne, on a gray Percheron stallion; 
General Jacob Slecher Coxey, his wife, 
the infant Legal Tender Coxey, together 
im another carriage; Virginia L. A. Val- 
lette, said to be an actress, on horseback, 
draped in an American flag, as the Phila- 
delphia vommune’s 
unemployed carried white fla uy peace 
on staves, and the Bate a banners 
setting the doctrines of reincarnation, 
good. -roads and enmity to plutocrats, 
were sprinkled through the caravan. 


Police Mandate Disobeyed. 


Marshal Browne halted the procession 
there in the street, walked back to Coxey’s 
carriage, the general kissed his wife, and 
then the two moving spirits of the affair, 
banner, 
forced their ‘way over the plaza tothe 
Capitol steps, their men, acting under 


orders, standing in their tracks. Aft ard 


Coxey and Browne pressed a yelli 
crowd of men. 

Trampling and tearing ite way through 
the costly shrubbery the mob went, while 
a squad of mounted police which had 


- neaded-the parade, dazed a moment by 


the unexpected move, dashed recklessly” 
into their midst. Coxey was confronted 
by the police as he-took off his bat to 
speak on the steps, and his demand for 
his constitutional rights, as he called it, 
‘being refused, thrust upon them-a 
printed protest ‘which proved to be a well- 
worded epitome of populistic doctrines. 

Meanwhile Carl Browne was being lit- 
erally dragged by the collar of his coat 
through the crowd toward the nearest 
station, after he had made a fight to re- 
tain his banner. The mild-mannered 
Coxey, without violence, was thrust back 
across several hundred feet of humanity 
to his carriage. Mounted police were 
forcing their horses among the people, 
several of them cracking their clubs over 
the heads of the nearest persons; women 
were shrieking with terror, men yelling 
fiercely; some were being knocked down 
and trampled upon. 


Without a Leader. 


For five minutes there was riot in that 
section of the mob in front of the east 
steps which occupied about an acre of the 
asphalt. Then the two agitating spirits 
having been rémoved, half a dozen par- 
ticularly belligerent men having been 
taken in by the police, the disturbance 
was quelled, without serious injury to a 
single person. 

Another riot was started almost im- 
mediately near Coxey’s carriage in the 
atreet, whither the crowds pressed as'soon 
as the leader had rejoined his lines, and 
clubs were freely used. Cable cars clang- 
ing through the mob increased the dan- 
ger,-but-here also none but minor injuries 
were inflicted. 

Somehow the army was started off 
toward its new camp between double 
lines of police, followed by a mob of thou- 
eands of negroes and-white men cheering 
like demons. Within an hour the Capi- 
tol grounds had almost regained their 
normal guiet, with only a few hundred 
people strolling around and nothing but 
bs led sbrubbery and grass ground 

ier thousands of feet left as evidences 
of of the riot, 

‘Over in the station house, six squares 
from the Capitol, inthe southwestern 
section of the city, "Carl Browne was look- 
ing through the gratings of his cell, his 
pockets having been searched, and his de- 
seoription taken down as is done with or- 
dinary offenders.

Browne’s Possessions,

First: There seems to be prevalent,with 
certain people the idea that when.a town 
votes ‘No’-on the license question, that 
the matter of granting a license of the 
sixth class to retail druggists or apothe- 
caries, rests wholly with the Board of 
Selectmen, and I-understand that in ‘ac- 
cordance with that idea, a petition has 
been presented to your Honorable Board 
remonstrating against the granting of 
any license of the sixth class for the 
coming year. Concerning this I would 
respectfully call your Honorable Board's 
attention to Chap. 431 Sec. 1 of the| Acts 
and Resolves of the year 1887, where the 
law is laid down that one or more li- 
censes of the sixth class shall be nted 
by the Selectmen in a town, there, is no 
ambiguity; the law is that one or more 
shall be granted, and is a compulsory 
law for the granting of at least one drug- 
gist license of the sixth class, the only 
provision is that the person or persons to 
whom such a license is issued, shall be a 
fit person to receive the same. 

econd: Under Sec. 2 Chap. 100 of the 
Public Statutes it is provided that ‘Drug- 
gists and apothecaries may sell pure alco- 
hol-for medicinal or chemical purposes’ 
so that whether your Honorable Board 
deem. it wise to refusea license or not, 
yet pure alcohol could be sold by the 
druggists and apothecaries in this town 
for thé purposes above mentioned., 

I respectfully submit to your Honor- 
able Board, without going into -the mat- 
ter at any greater length, that you are 
duty bound to grant at least one li¢ense 
of the sixth class in this town, provided 
you are satisiled that the applicant isa 
fit person to receive the same and that if 
you refuse to grant a license as aforesaid 
it must be wholly upon the ground that 
the applicants are unworthy and unfit to 
receive one, It would seem from a care- 
ful investigation of the law that tne Leg- 
islature has recognized the public neces- 
sity and need of at least one license of 
the sixth class in every community to 
meet the needs of medicinal, mechanical 
and chemical purposes, and that not 
-only dues the law require that the grant- 
ing board see to it that the holder or hold- 
ers of such licenses are fit and proper 
persons, but the duty is also imposed 
upon such boards, that after once grant- 


ing the same, to see that the provisions 
of such a license are not abused. I sub- 
mit that my client is a fit and proper per- 


son to receive this license; if you grant 
that, then it is your duty to grant him a 
license under the law, it will then be his 
duty as well as yours to see that the con- 
ditions and provisions are complied with.

or otherwise. ~ ee ge ee ae 

€an we as honorable, conscientious, 
and fair-minded men with any regard 
for our oath, knowing the facts and cir- 
cumstances that we do, in passing upon 
this matter of right and ‘Wrong; or.ques- 
tion of fitness and unfitness, say"that 
these applicants or either of them has not 
vialated any of the provisions or condi- 
tions of Chap. 431 of the Acts and Re- 
solves of 1887 and Amendwments thereto. 
If not, and there 1s the manhood preva- 
lent among the Board that I think there 
is, or it has any regard whatever for the 
welfare of the home or good morals of 
the community, then clearly we are in 
duty-bound to pronounce the applicants 
unfit persons and licenses surely ought 
not to be granted. It is utterly impossi- 
ble to say that se 4 of the provisions of 
the chapter named have not been violated. 

On the other hand, if in view of the 
facts and circumstagces known to you 
licenses are granted, I shall place myself 
on record against granting such licenses, 
and the public shall know my reasons 
for so doing. Should you be determined 
to issue the licenses asked for, I see no 
other course to pursue than for the court 
of justice’ to proceed and pass upon the 
existing violations a course of procedure 
which Nipee to the petitioners or others 
and should the matter be forced into 
court, severe penajties are prescribed for 
conviction of the vielation of any pro- 
vision of Chap. 431 and amendments 
thereto. 

I think and hope in the interests of 
ustice and the community ~ that the 

oard will unanimously refuse to grant 
said licenses. 

_In the subsequent discussion nothing 
was revealed yery favorable to the fitness 
of the applicants, notwithstnnding which 
the majority of- the Board concluded: to 
grant the licenses. Messrs. Greene and 
and Warren voting yes, and L. E. Osgood 
no. and recording himself as follows: 

In the matter of ——- a license of 
the sixth ¢lass, for the sale of intoxicat- 
iing liquors, to George H. Perkins and 
Charles H. Stearns, driggists ; 

Having duly and impartially considered 
the applications received from each, I am 
sufficiently convinced that said appli- 
cants ‘are unfit persons to receive the 
licenses asked for, and accordingly refuse’ 
to assent to the granting of the same. 
The more to particularize the ground of 
my refusal to grant said licenses I wish 
to note: ¢ : ; 

First, That the greater part of the 
record of sales of intoxicating liquors, 
which record the law requires shall be 
kept open at all times for the inspection 
of certain officers, was not produced when 
called for, April 20, 1894, but was re- 
ported by said druggists as having been 
destroyed by burning. 

Second, That the record of the sales of 
intoxicating liquors which was presented 
for inspection, April 20; 1894, by George 
H. Perkins, was incompletely, improperly 
and carelessly kept, and at the drug store 
of Charles 8 Stearns # complete record 
of all the sales of intoxicatin g liquors 
during the past year had not, been kept. 

Third, That the undue freedom with 
which intoxicating liquors were appar- 
ently dispensed, I adjudge to be incon- 
sistent with the meaning and intent of 
the statutes, relative to the sales of iu- 
toxicating ,liquors by druggists, and 
against the welfare of the town.
